Hotel plan 
approved 


w Four-story hotel will 
include restaurant, condo 
rooms, public walkway 


Boyne City Planning Commisstoners last week gave the go- 
ahead for a four-story hotel project which will include six hotel 
rooms, 24 condominium rooms, and a restaurant and marina. 

Dubbed the Boyne Beach Club, the project is being under- 
taken by the Devlon Corporation, headed by James Hevey, on 
what is commonly known as the “Big C” property, located at 
475 N, Lake St., west of Glen’s Market. The property, which 
measures 4.26 acres, is located in the Waterfront Marina Dis- 
trict. 

According to the staff report presented by Boyne City plan- 
ning director Dan Reed, the restaurant included in the project 
meets the required utilization of 15 percent gross floor area as 
public service or retai] space. While the planned structure stands 
66 feet in height and, at four stories, exceeds the maximum height 
limit of 2.5 stories, the planning commission has waived the 
height requirement due to the expanded view corridors the project 
will aliow.

~ In the face of state 
budget pressure, EJ 
schools looking at 

some tough choices 


Fast Jordan schools superintendent Chip 
Hansen updated the board of education on 


the case in most schoo] districts in the State 
of Michigan, the news isn’t great. 

Hansen reported that the projected defi- 
cit in the 2004-05 General Fund Budget is 
expected to approach $640,000, approxi- 
mately $100,000 more than originally an- 
ticipated. State measures that have in- 
creased the school’s cost for retirement 
benefits (by 1.87 percent) and health care 

_costs (by 18 percent, three percent more 
“than the increase anticipated by adminis- 
tration) led to the increased deficit. 

With per student foundation funds fro- 
zen for the third year at $6,700, the finan- 
clal picture 1s direc, indeed. To balance the 
budget, Hansen is proposing to reduce ex- 
penditures by about $450,000 for the 04- 
OS school year. and. if another revenue 
freeze occurs, additional reductions of the 
same amount for the 05-06 school year. 

“With the reductions, we give ourselves 
a fighting chance to survive another freeze 
in 2005-2006," he said. “Without the re- 
ductions, we'd be in even worse shape in 
2005-2006, and we can't allow that to hap-

The project plans, created by the Beta Design Group, also 
include a public walkway along the waterfront, which, accord- 
ing to city staff reports, “retain a ‘public’ feel along the water- 
front.” 

More than 200 parking spaces are also proposed, planned 
according to the projected needs of a proposed 113-slip marina, 
the plans for which are currently in review by the Michigan 
Department of Environmental Quality. 

Last week's action by the Planning Commission involves only 
the land portion of the project.

nors in the area. According to Maat, the library and 
volunteers are “at the ready” to collect books from any 
who wish to donate. Donations of postage for shipping 
the books, as well as names of family members in the 
service overseas who might like to receive shipments, are 
also welcome. 

General interest paperback books, as well as maga- 
zines and crossword puzzle books, are being sought. 

The shipments, Howard said, will not only benefit 
herself and other local soldiers, but a large number of 
other troops as well. ‘We share with our friends, we 
share what we get,” Howard said. And though it may 
seem a small thing, reading material can mean a lot to the 
soldiers. 

“It’s great to have something to pull out and read when 
we're waiting for other trucks to refuel,” she said. 
Sometimes, too, something low-tech like books turn out 
to be the more dependable luxury. 

“For as bad as it is, we have the luxury of a microwave 
and coffeepot, but sometimes there’s no water, no 
electricity,” she said. In the end, sometimes nothing beats 
getting lost in a good book. 

Books can be dropped off at the library during regular 
hours, which are: 9 a.m.-5 p.m. Monday, Wednesday, 
Friday; noon-8 p.m. Tuesday and Thursday; and 9 a.m.-3 
p.m. Saturday. Other arrangements can be made by 
calling Friends of the Boyne District Library president 
John McClorey at 582-6622.

Her father’s commitment, she continues, has inspired her to get

He has taken my brother, Toby, 
and I fishing up in Canada several times. During the winter we 
would go snowshoeing out in what he calls the ‘headwaters.’ . . .

He taught us to 
appreciate what we had.” 

Most touching, perhaps, is Leah’s take on her father’s role in her 
life as she left for her duty with the Air Force. 

“YT made my decision and my dad supported me all the way,” she 
writes in her nominating letter. “When it came time for me to leave 
for basic training, my dad was there, camera in hand and even a tear 
in his eye... He stayed with me til} the bus drove away, waving 
from the sidewalk.” 

As for Breakey’s take on his parenting, his philosophy is simple. 
He raised his children, which also includes daughter Melissa 
Rendulic, to “never be satisfied, and always do your best.” The 
rest, he said, is just a matter of course, including having your daugh- 
ter join the Air Force and end up living half a world away. “When 
she left, it was hard to let her go,” he said.

Opinions count 
on Boyne River 
discharge issue 


TO THE EDITOR: 


Our City commissioners should be thanked and com- 
mended for doing a fine job of service of the City of Boyne 
City. It takes untold hours of time, effort and dedication. 
How many of us who benefit from those efforts would be 
willing to fill their shoes? Their decisions on matters are 
based upon the best knowledge, input and objectively 
studying all aspects of an issue ~ as well as representing 
the voice of the community. 

This one voice in the community hopes that there are 
many others who feel as I do about the possible discharge 
into the Boyne River of water coming from the proposed 
new sewage treatment plant. I have fears of many things 
if this was to happen. Without going into details, I will 
just say that I have read the reports of Larry Maltby who 
has done extensive research and has the facts. I have heard 
the reports and recommendations of the D.N.R. who con- 
cur that this would be a devastating blow to the river, the 
fishing, and to beauty and enjoyment of the Boyne River. 
It would also present many health issues. 

Needless to say, cost is always.a factor, and this be- 
comes a major concern in this matter. However, in my 
opinion, the bottom line is not the cost, but the best way to 
produce a system that will protect our river (which is a 


_ gift and a treasure to be guarded) to keep it free of any 


areas of contamination not only now but for future gen- 
erations. And there are alternative methods of discharge. 

It is my belief that many of us have not read the facts or 
taken the matter seriously enough to be either concerned 
or vocal about it. And many who are informed have not 
publicly stated their opinions to the city commissioners 
who do represent the citizens of our community. 

Although a decision was made by the City Council to 
discharge treated wastewater into the Boyne River, it does 
not have to be a “done-deal.”’ If there is more input from 
the State of Michigan regarding environmental permits 
and reviewing the alternatives, it could result in another 
method of discharge being implemented. There ts also the 
avenue of citizen involvement. Example: Governor 
Granholms’ sanction of partial birth overruled by the 
people of the state. 

My hope is that everyone who lives in the Boyne City 
area will make the opportunity to learn the facts, make a 
personal evaluation, and support the alternative choice of 
discharge into Lake Charleviox. 

How can this be done: |, Read published reports and 
the D.N.R. comments; 2. Request an open forum to bring 
the facts from knowledgeable people who have done much 
research on this matter; 3. Support better alternative ways 
to discharge treated waste water; 4. Place values of a drain- 
age-free river now and for future generations higher in 
priority than on immediate solution. We may pay a higher 
price now, but our great-grandchildren and those people 
coming here to live or play will thank us. 

This is your city. What kind of a legacy do you want to 
leave for the next, the next, and the next generations? Learn 
the facts and speak up. If you would like a forum to learn 
more about those facts, call 549-3305.

This year’s reductions alone willleplete the fund 
balance to about $700,000 at the en| of the 2004-05 
fiscal year. 

Reductions will be hammered out hrough the 
course of meetings in the coming weks with the 
district’s administrative team and schol family 
at their regular 
June meeting. 

“It’s safe to expect that we'll see redictions across 
the board,” Hansen said. “The desire Yl be to funnel 
all available resources to the classroom) which is the 
heart of the matter. 

“We're certainly going to see staff reuctions, unless 
we’re going to get some retirements,” 
noting that some staff members are cu 
ing such retirements. “We can [also] exitct to see 
fewer dollars spent on capital projects antl i improve- 
ments, and we’ll finance a bus purchase hstead of 
buying one outright.” 

Much will depend, too, Hansen said, olthe SUCCESS 
of the Headlee override, which will appeg on the 
ballot in the upcoming school election, selfor Mon- 
day, June 14. ‘‘That’s about $119,000,” Haisen said, 
‘It’s a substantial amount.” 

On Monday, May 24, in a special meetirg of the 
Board of Education, school board member, voted to 
revise an earlier resolution relative to the se and term 
of the Headlee Restoration proposition, basd on final 
taxable value numbers submitted to the distict last 
week by the county equalization directors. According 
to those numbers, the tax levy captured by tle Headlee 
Amendment in 2004 has increased .6390 mils, a level 
that is higher than the .50 mill proposition th board 
had previously approved for the upcoming billot. 

As aresult, the board rescinded their earlie motion, 
and amended the ballot language to reflect a Jeadlee 
Restoration of .75 mills for a period of two yaars, 
rather than the original request for .50 mills fe a 
three-year period. 

“It makes sense to place a proposal before te voters 
that is sufficient enough to cover the rollback,’ Hansen 
said of the move. ‘A toss of $119,000 in funding due 
to the Headlee rollback would be impossible te absorb 
next year, given the ongoing reductions in schol 
funding that we're seeing from the State of Mrhigan.” 

And though the burden of dealing with the budget 
shortfall falls onto the shoulders of the district. Hansen 
is Clear about who is to blame for the tight budyet 
conditions being faced by districts throughout he 
state. “This is a State of Michigan problem, anc it’s up 
to our legistative leaders to fix it,” he said. “I an 
deeply disappointed in the legislative leadership in 
Lansing. I belteve there's been greater intent on 
partisan politics than to protect the funding source for 
kids in the State of Michigan, and that is fundamen- 
tally wrong.”

_Reaching new heights

Have you ever pic- 
tured yourself soaring 
over a bar extended 12 
feet above the ground? 
Taking a 12-foot fiber- 
glass pole, running down 
a runway, and vaulting 
your body skyward, 
twisting to see the earth 
waver below? For 
Boyne City High 
School's Katie Martin, 
that dream is an everyday 
reality, as she continues 
to break records, and 
looks to a bright future 
continuing to pursue the 
sport she loves. 

An 18-year-old senior 
at Boyne City High 
School, Martin started 
her track career in sev- 
enth grade. Her family 
had a history of running 
track and, according to 
Martin, coach Dave 
Bricker encouraged her 
to try ‘track and field. She 
loved it and found it chal- 
lenging because it always 
presented a new goal — 
there was always some- 
thing you could do to be 
better. She ran the 400 
meter and felt a unique 
sense of accomplishment 
from taking on the long 
sprint which, she said, “burns the whole way.” 


There wasn’t any pole vault for women in Katie's — 


severith grade year, but the Lake Michigan Conference 
later made some alterations to middle school track, add- 
ing pole vault among other things. Though at the time 
there were no girls trying it, Martin — ever loving a 
challenge — picked up a pole and cleared a whopping 
six feet that year to set the school record. Martin re- 
members, with a laugh, her first vaults, which took place 
over a bar lower than her head. 

In ninth grade the school hired Andy Bryant, an ac- 
complished pole vaulter, to teach science and help out 
with track. He found Katie to be quick and strong. Still, 
freshman year was frustrating for Martin, as she worked 
to get “all the kinks out” - learning technique, grip, run- 
ning with the pole, hitting the weight room, and even 
taking more gymnastics classes at Boyne Area Gym- 
nastics Club to Jearn body control and movement. 

Once Martin learned her technique in her freshman 
year, nothing could hold her back. After practicing all 
summer, in her sophomore year Martin qualified for

the State meet by clearing 9°6". 

At the state meet, she took ninth and missed a state 
medal by one place. During that summer, Martin attended 
Byrant’s highly-regarded ‘Pole Vault Camps” and learned 
the physical dynamics and different phases of the vault 
from the sprint, to take-off, to inverted body extension, 
and finally throwing the pole. 

Martin’s junior year consisted of traveling to indoor 
meets around the state, which anyone can attend as an 
individual competitor. “It was different there because there 
were girls from all over the state and they were women 
athletes who really were the top vaulters in the state,” 
Martin said. 

During her junior year, too, she did “a ton of lifting in 
the weight room and the Sliding Box,” Martin said, refer- 
ring to a wooden replica of the vaulting box that sits at 
the bottom of the pit and into which you slide your pole. 
“This is difficult to explain,” Katie said, “It just helps 
with your approach and piant.” 

Katie lost only one meet all junior year and took third 
in the state meet, vaulting 10°3" and qualifying for All

According to Martin, her goals include staying unde- -

Further down the road, she may attend the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin in the Big Ten - Division One, but 
won’t know until the State meet is behind her. The 
University of Wisconsin started recruiting Katie in 
April and she’s had numerous calls from other colleges 
such as Purdue, South Florida, and Louisville. 

Even beyond her college vaulting career, Martin has 
her sights set on a bigger prize — the 2008 Summer 
Olympics. As vaulting coach Bryant satd, “Katie’s got 
all the tools it takes to make the Olympics — she’s quick, 
strong, smart, and has a burning desire to win.”

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 25 OF THE CITY OF 
EAST JORDAN CODE OF ORDINANCES ENTITLED

THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN ORDAINS: 


Sec. 25-2. SNOWMOBILE REGULATIONS. 


ARTICLE I. IN GENERAL 


(b) The City hereby authorizes the following streets as a non-snowmobile designated 
route of travel: Main Street from Mill Street to Williams Streat. Snowmobiles may travel 
on any street within the city with the exception of the previously listed location. 


ARTICLE Il. UNIFORM TRAFFIC CODE 


Sec. 25-21. CODE ADOPTED. 


1. Adoption of the Uniform Traffic Code. The Uniform Traffic Code for Cities, Town- 
ships and Villages promulgated by the Commissioner of State Police on January 14, 
1958, and published in Supptement No. 13, as amended on February 14, 1961, and 
published in Supplement No. 25, on February 26, 1968, and published in Supplement 
No. 54, on July 20, 1976, and published in Supplement No. 88 and as last amended 
February 10, 1978, and published in Supplement No. 94, all of said Supplements being 
to the 1954 Michigan Administrative Code, and in accordance with Public Act 62 of 1956, 
State of Michigan, is hereby adopted by reference as in this Chapter modified. All future 
amendments of the Uniform Traffic Code for Cities, Townships and Villages may be adopted 


by resolution of the City Commission of East Jordan. 


2. Adoption of the Michigan Motor Vehicle Code. The Michigan Motor Vehicte 
Code, Public Act 300 of 1949, as amended, being MCL 257.1 to 257.923, is hereby 
adopted by reference by the City of East Jordan.

1,.The regulation of certain vehicles operated upon the public highways of the 
State of Michigan or any other place open to the public or generally accessible to 
motor vehicles and distress vehicles within the State of Michigan; ‘ 

2.The regulation of use of streets and highways within the State of Michigan; 

3.Penalties and sanctions for violation of the Michigan Motor Vehicle Code; 

4.Civil liability of owners and operators of vehicles and service of process on 
residents of the State of Michigan and nonresidents; 


5.Enforcement of the motor vehicle code; 


6. The creation and specifications of the powers and duties of certain state and 


local authorities and agencies. 


Sec. 25-23. Notice of Availability of Copy of Motor Vehicle Act.
